6 The members of this colony,with the exception of Miss Hartford 
and Mr, Phillips,occupied the two foreign houses, Miss Hartford 
lived in a native house,leased for ea number of years,situated about 
150 yards to the north and west,being to the rear and considerably 


below the Zevel of the foreign houses;whereas Mr, Phillips,having 


arrived but a few Gays before,was domiciled in a native house still 
farther removed but in the same general direction as the one ocew 
pied by Miss Hartford from the houses erected by the O.MsSe. 

7 The two foreign houses,built with mud walls and tiled roofs, 
were one story buildings,facing the south with out<-houses for the 
Chinese teachers and servants at the rear but couneeted, These

other trees of a larger growth, 
9 Between six and seven in the morning of @ureday August first, 
1895,,before many of the adult members of this small colony had 
risen for the day,a party of Chinese,members of a sect or secret 
society known as "Vegetarians*, armed with guns,spears,swords,tri- 
dents,kmives or heavy sharp pointed bamboo sticks,descended upon 
the two houses and attacked the occupants,stabbing, cutting and 
beating the latter, 
10 The attack ended by the looting and burning of both houses, 
also in the robbery of the dead and living, During the melee,at 
leasty One member of the attacking party rushed to the house where 
Miss Hartford was living and made a most determined attack,with 
murderous intent upon this ladyjand to the prompt intervention of 
the wife of her native teacher and also of her native servant ,MisH 
Hartford undoubtedly owes her escape from death, 
ll This fiendish attack resulted in the killing of Mr, Stewart, 
Mrs, Stewart,the nurse Lena,the Misses Newcombe ,Marshall ,Stewart, 
Gordon,and the Misses Nellie and Topsy Saunders,nine adultsjand tke 
vounding of the Misses Godrington and Hartford,andall the Stewart 
children,two adults and five children. Herbert Stewart died the! 
second day after the attack , and the baby one week after reaching 
Foo- chow, swelling the number of deaths to eleven, Mildred Stewart 
vill be lame and probably disfigured for life, The bodies of Mr, 
and Mrs, Stewart and those of Miss Nellie Saunders and the nurse 
Lena were consumed in the burning house, Miss Newcombe's body was 
found down an embankment to the south and east of the lower house; 
the remaining bodies were grouped to the reap of the upper house, 
12 Mr, Phillips,whose escape from attack can only be attributed 
to hig late arrival and the ignorance of the "Vegetarians® as to 


his presence, attracted by the noise and uproar ran towards the scene 
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from the Mative house in whieh he was Gwellingjmeetingthe native . 
servants of Mr. Stewart who advised and tried to prevent his going, 
saying that the *Vegeterians® had come,he pushed on until within 
signt of the houses when,,seeing a great number of natives surround- 
ing the houses, carrying bundles,but no foreigners he concluded that 
the inmates had made their escape, Mr, Phillips then continued on, 
passing around the hill at a mich lower level than the houses and 
reaching the side opposite to that of his approach,he took refuge 
in the bamboo grove behind two trees,where he was an eye witness 

of the conflagration, Soon after this a horn was sounded and the 
'vegetarians® took their departure, Shortly afterwards,seeing no 
one about,Mr,. Phillips left his hiding place and approached the/@f 
houses,;meeting a servant who informed him that the survivors had 
taken shelter in Miss Hartford's house,he,at once,went there and 
rendered such service as he could to the sufferers, and to his pres- 
ence and efforts Miss Codrington unquestionably owes her life. MR. 
Phillips as soon as possible sent messengers to Dr, Gregory,the 
only foreigner nearer than Foo-chow,and to Foo-chow with the news 
of the massacre, 

13 Dre J, Je Gregory,M.D.,in charge of the hospital at Ku-tien, 
built and controlled by the American Methodist Episcopal Ghurch, was 
first informed of the outrage shortly after noon of the fatal day 
by a native, followed a few minutes later by the messenger from Mr, 
Phillips, who brought a hastily written and brief note confirming 
the sad news. Dr, Gregory immediately went to the Yamen of the 
District Magistrate , and by his persistent and urgent demands suc- 
ceede@ in having an official (the Magistrate),with a guard of sol- 
diere sent to the scene; then,obtaining chair carriers and a small 
guard far himself,he started for Hua-shan and reached the wounded 
at eight that evening;first giving the sufferers the attention 
needed,he then with great difficulty obtained the necessary manual 
assistance from the villagers and soldiers to prepare the remains 


for transportation, placing the bodies in coffins and the incinerat ed 
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-amain@ if boxes,and to carry the same to Sui~kovw, 

14 At S&S petison the 2nd, of August the Penaine were sent to Sui- 
,ow, followe@ soon after by the wounded attended by Dr. Gregory and 
vr, Phillips? Herbert Stewart died from his injuries soon after the 
journey began. Arriving at Sui-kow at eight-thirty a.m.on the 
following morning the wounded were placed in boats,the boats having 
been pressed into service by order of the Magistrate;not waiting 
for the bodies, the wounded leaving Sui~kow that afterrioon began 

the trip down the river Ming Og the next morning a steam launch, 
towing @ house boat taking the prefect Ch'in Ping-chi( A #4 1 ) 
to Sui-kow, was met;Dr, Gregory requested that the launch be detail’- 
ed to tow the the boats with the wounded on board in order to has- 
ten the arrival at Foo-chow--the heat being intense and the wounded 
in nee@ Of immediate relief=-the Prefect replied that he would upon 
his arrival at Sui~-kow immediately send the launch backj;as this 
neant @ prolonged trip and the boats could easily float down the 
stream to their destination in less time than it would take the 
launch to go to Sui-kow and return,Dr, Gregory peremptorily demand- 
ed the use of the launch at once(before this at the invitation of 
the Doctor the Prefect had taken a look at the wounded and should 
have recognized the gravity of the case}the Prefect reluctantly 
yielded, By the aid of the launch, Foo- chow was reached at one~ 
thirty pem.,the fourth of Augustibefore reaching Foo-chow a steam 
launch,sent by U.S,Gonsul Hixson,having on board U,S,Marshal Rixson, 


Arch- deacon Wolfe,C.M,S.and Qev.W. Banister, CoM. S.was met bringing 


supplies and assistance to the party;shortly afterwards the house 
boat of Mr,A,W.V.Gibb,in which this gentleman had promptly come to 
meet the party with more supplies,was met, At Foo-chow the party 
vas met by the U.S.@nd British Gonsuls and a large party of sympa- 
thetic friends,the wounded being immediately transferred to the hes 
pitals, The baby died within a week. The eleven graves in the 
quiet burying ground at Poo-chow will tell for years to come their 
mute story of the terrible trgedy.

;housands ‘The society, however,did not attract attention till the 
latter part Of 1894,when by the lawless acts of its members it 
gained much notoriety and its members inoreased rapidly in umber, 
py lawless acts the society terrorized the people,attracting many 
of the ewl Gisposed to their ranks 

07 The great attraction,at first,was evidently the reputed cure 
of the opium habit,not so mugh for delivery from the baneful effects 
of the drug as for release from the expense which the use of the 
drug entailed upon its consumers, This reputed cure alone attract~- 
ed a worthless and shiftless class of people, In spreading the 
order,many irresponsible and dangerous persons were led to follow 
itinerant pursuits,and thus gain acquaintance with the worst ele- 
ments of society throughout the districts,which elements sooner or 
later became members, Each new member is introduced by : petty 
leader,known as a Yin Ching ( 3) 5% ),and at once becomes his blind 
follower==-"if we live,we live together;if we die,we die together*-~ 
being ineulcated, New members go on probation for a certain period, 
to be admitted to full membership at the general meeting held at 
the option of the leadersj;a part of the initiation at these meet- 
ings (known as Yeng Kwang ‘ml @ *)was that the candidate remained 
in bed in a dark room for a week and only saw his Yin Ching who 
attended to his wants$many continued probationary members because 
of their failure to abstain from the use of opium or niente ) 

28 Emboldened by the successful spreading of their doctrines and 
elated by the accession of many members,the society became one for 
mutual ai@ and support, Its members,bound by stringent oaths 
under fear of personal torture, violence and death,were forced to 
obey all calls of their leaders, They undertook to settle all 
disputes between a *Vegetarian® and outsider, without appealing to 
the law, by force often,with the result that robbery,arson and even 
mrder were the methods employed, 

29 An instances of the mutual benefits of the society there may 
be mentioned thet in August ,1894,a vegetarian had a disagreement ; 
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rith @ native eonvert of the Anglican commnion residingat Hie = o/ 
rien-p'ing f F pF ),@ emall village eleven miles to the east 
of Ku-tien obty; the former calling to his aid some féllow members 
of the soetety, looted the Ghristian’s shop and threatened to burn: 
it, The native convert sought redress by bringing suit before 

ine Distriet Magistrate,Wang Yu-yang ( 7* % 1 ),who failed to 
give the case @ hearing, Owing to the steps taken by the native 
christian,the 411 feeling became stronger and culminated early one 
mrning in the ensuing October in the gathering of "Vegetarians’, 
from the neighboring villages to the number of about one hundred, 
in the rice fields of the Ghristian;when at a signal,the firing of 
a gun, the *Vegetarians® cut and removed the entire crop of ripe 


riceg This act not only inflicted personal damage to the owner 


but deprived the government of its lawful tax upon the same, Suit 
vas again brought and one vegetarian was ivrentet, 

30 In December 1894,While members of the society were holding a 
meting in Kuetien city the District Magistrate,Wang Yu-yang, acting 
upon the advice of his confidential secretary Ghiang ( ~~ ),the 
chief runner of the Yamen,caused the arrest of four *vegetarians® 
for using seditious language;each of these arrests was whipped and 
imprisq@med in the Magistrate's Yemen, A few days later the "Veg 
ttarians® assembled to the number of about one hundred and enter- 
ing the Yamen showed their contempt for that official as well as 
for the law by demanding the release of their fellow viuberes 

Afraid to resist or ignore the demand,the Magistrate entertained

made such a report as pacified the authorities, 

$1 At this time the walls and gates of the city being in a di- 

lapidated condition, the Magistrate levied a tax to repair the same 


and work was begun at once, Anticipating the completion of the 


repairs the Magistrate sent the draft of a proclamation to the en 
graver, giving the information that he,the Magistrate,was nene to 


consider; the charges,then pending at the Yamen,against “Vegetarians® 
and calling upon all interested to appear, It was the Magistrate's 
intention not to issue the proclamation until the repairs to the 
vall and gates of the city had been completed, The contents of .

I tried to shut it but could not at first as the men put their 
sticks ing I after succeeded and bolted it, Then I went into our b 
bed room and got under the bed, Mildred was on her bed, Soon the 
men broke open the door and enterédyour bed room, First they pull- 
ed off all the bed clothes,opened the drawers and took what they 
vanted to,smashed windows and things,then began beating Mildred 
and cut her with their swords;afterwards they left the room, One 
man saw me under the bed as they were going out and gave me a knock 
on the head withba stick, We next saw Topsy Saunders with her cheek 
very much cut, being walked backwards and forwards by the men who 
vere asking her questions and if not answered quickly dug a spear 
into hers One question we heard them ask was about her money and 
she told them that they had taken all that she had, Topsy efterwards 
came and told us to go into her room and we went out and lay on the 
bed in her room, Topsy then left the room, We saw Nelly Saunders 
lying by the door moaningg From the window we saw the men outside 
the backdoor beating and killing the “guniongs"(ladies), Four were 
outside,one “guniong’s*headI saw quite smashed up in a corner it 
vas an awful sight. Very soon I heard a rushing noise like water, 
vent out to see what it was and found the house on fire, I went »b 
back to Mildred and told her and she got up and we walked through 
the servants*rooms to the nursery where we found Herbert covered 
vith blood, Lena lying on the ground({I think she was dead,she was 
covered with blood) with baby beside her and Evan sitting crying. 

I screamed at Lena,she did not answer;I tried to lift her up but 
could note I took baby first and laid her down outside,then went 
back for Evan,we then all(Mildred and Herbert included) went down 
past the * ongs’ *house,which was all in a blaze into the little 
wood, After waiting there a little while I saw Miss Codrington 
vith a Chinese man,I called out to her,and the Cinese man then came 
and carried Herbert to Miss Hartford's house,I carrying baby and 
Mildre@ and Evan waiting in the wood, I then went back and carried 
Evan to Miss Hartford's house,and was going back for Mildred, but 
met her on the way trying to walk. She could only walk a few steps 
and then I heard a cracking sound in her knee and she fell down,

one man seemed to be the leader carrying a small red flag, I could 
see nothing of any Europeansjas this was in full view of the riotem 
I crept up a hill in the brushwood and got behind two trees,from 
twenty to thirty yards from the house, Here I could see everything 
and appeared not to be seen at all, 

As I could see no foreigners I concluded they had escaped,and 
as to go down was certain death,I thought it better to wait wherel 
was, After a minute or two the retreat horn sounded and the Vegeta- 
rians began to leave,but before they did so they set fire to the h 
houses;ten minutes after this every Vegetarian had gone, 

I came down,looked about the front of the house but could see 
nothing of anyone,though I feared something dreadful had happened 
as I heard the Vegetarians, as they left say repeatedly,*now all the 
foreigners are killed*, | 

I just then met one of the servants who told me that the 
children were in the house in which Miss Hartford,of the American 
Mission,was staying, I found Mr,Stewart's eldest daughter Mildred, 
herewithba serious wound in one knee and another severe cut, When 
I had washed these and put what calico we had to staunch the bleed- 
ing,I turned to Herbert,Mr.Stewart's son,who was fearfully hacked 
almost everywhere, Then Miss Codrington sent me a message that she 
too was in the house, I found her in a fearful condition,but by 
cold water and rags we manaiged to staunch the bleeding. She begged 
me not to wait,as she thought Miss Topsy Saunders was still alive, 

I then rushed to the back of the house and found the bodies - 
of Misses T,Saunders,Stewart,Gordon,and Marshall. The latter was 
awfully cut,her head almost severed,but beyond wounds given in the 
struggle the bodies were not mtilated, Then later I found Miss Hy 
Newcombe’s body at the foot of a hill in front of the house, where 
it.had evidently been thrown, As then I could see no traces of Mr, 
and Mrs,Stewart ,Miss N.Saunders and Lena the nurse,we hoped some 
had escaped and I returned to the house where the four Stewart 
children and Miss Codrington were, 

Presently Miss Hartford arrived. She had received a nasty cut 
under one ear,but had been saved from death by a native man, I 
learned later from Miss Codrington that the five ladies of the 
Zenana missionary society,who lived in the lower of the two houses 
Yhich form the Kutien Sanitarium after a futile effort to escape 
got out at the backand were immediately surrounded by Vegetarians, 

At first they said they intended to bind them and carry them 
away,and they begged if this was thier intention,they might be 
allowed their umbrellas,but this was instantly refused, Some even 
of the Vegetarians seemed touched with their pleading for life, and 
an 01d Hua=-sang man alone of the natives who did not take part: 
begged that their lives might be saved. Some of the Vegetarians 
vere inclined to spare them,but were ordered by their leader to 
carry out their orders. Had they been able to escape into the 
brushwood around,there seems little doubt they might have been 
Saved; the great misfortune was that only two of them were dressed/ 

Mr,and Mre,Stewart,I learned from Kathleen,were not dressed. 
Lena,the nurse,died protecting baby whom Kathleen managed to carry 
out of the house, though not before the baby's eye had been injured, 
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Statement of Rev.H. S, Phillips C.M.S. 


Miss Nellie Saunders,Kathleen told Wf me,was also knocked 
dom at the nursery door going to help the children,and as we aftsr- 
yards f the remains of a burned body there we had little doubt 
it was hers, 

For a long time we thought that at least Mr.,and Mrs,Stewart 
nad escaped but later I found their bodies,or rather ashes,in what 
had been their bedroom, 

The Hua-sang people seemed to have,as a whole,no yg" hand in 
the affair,though doubtless four or five Vegetarian families were 
concerned; the natives say the Vegetarian band came from the east 
road (of Kutien city) and many from A®g-iong and A-dieng-bang, with- 
in 30 or 40 14 of Kutien,. 

The Kutien former magistrate,Wong,came up in the evening to 
examine into the case,

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Statement of Dr.J.J.Gregory M.D, 


At 12:30 pem,. on August ist.a native Christian rushed into my 
study, saying that several of the foreign ladies at Hua-sang,a 
nountain resort four “puo*® (12 miles) from Kutien city,had been 
killed that morning and two houses burned, 

Fifteen minutes later a note from Mr.Phillips confirmed thise 
report; for he wrote that five ladies were dead,the Stewarts missing, 
and four seriously wounded;and expressed the hope that I was then 
on my way to Hua-sang. I at once went into the Yamen,where hundreds 
of excited natives had already gathered, I requested the district 
nagistrate,Vong,to send soldiers at once to Hua-sangto protect 
those who were still living. In a half hour the magistrate himself 
went to Hu@-sang under escort of about sixty soldiers, 

At 3:00 pem, I myself left Kutien city,under escort of 13 
soldiers,arriving at Hua-sang at 8:p.m.,to find that nine adults 
(British subjects)had been murdered,and that all those alive at 
Hua-sang,@eight only,had been more or less severely injured, except- 
ing greens who had arrived there only two or three days be- 
fore and was lodging at a native house some distance from the 
English cottages. 

I was delayed in leaving Kutien owing to the fact that coolies 
refused to carry chairs, 

On my arrival I set to work to make the injured as comfort- 
able as possible. Miss Codrington had received one sword wound ex 
tending from the left angle of the mouth digonally outward and 
downward,several inches long,completely dividing the lower lip and 
exposing the inferior maxillary bone;also one cut on crown three 
inches in length and quite down to the inner table of the skull; 
one cut across nose and beneath right eye,five inches long,and an- 
other cut three inches long on right side of neckithe last two 
were skin wounds only. There were also two contusions on right arm, 
and a deep punctured wound on the outside of the right thigh. Her 
condition is serious, Miss Hartford,the only American citizen ree} 
siding in Hua-sang at that time,was living in a small native house 
some 20 rods from the English cottages, She was attacked by one 
assassin armed with a trident,and received a cut on the lobe of the 
right ear. She was thrown to the ground and beaten on lower extrem 
ities and body. While the murdere® was engaged in this attack her 
servant grappled with the assailant, While they were struggling 
Miss Hartford escaped to the hills,and remained hidden until all 
was over, Her nervous system sustained serious injury, 

Mildred Stewart,aged twelve,received a wound on the outside 
the right knee joint six inches long exposing the joint;two punctur- 
ed wounds--one on left leg,and one on left foot, Her condition is 
serious, Kathleen Stewart,aged eleven,received several slight 
wounds and bruises on face and lower extremities,but not serious, 

Herbert Stewart,aged six,received a deep wound on right side 
of the neck four inches longj;one on crown which chipped up external 
table of skullj;one on back part of head four inches long,cleaving 
the skull and exposing the brainja circular scalp wound on left 
side of head,two and half inches in diameter;a small punctured 
wound on anterior part of the chest,and another stab in back. He 4a 
died of injuries thirty hours later while on road to Cui-kau, 

Evan Stewart,aged three,was stabbed in the left thigh,and re 
ceived several bruises and scratches on head and body--not serious, 

Baby Stewart,aged 13 months,received a severe injury in the 
right eyej;a small penetrating wound in the left frontal region 
Vhich enters the cranial cavity;and several severe bruises on head 
and body~-probably fatal, : 

All wounds were Leeder ag A made by swords and spears, 

Of those killed ou et ag be Mrs,Stewart,Miss Nellie 
Saunders and Lena Yellup (Irish nurse),were almost wholly inciner- 
ated in one of the burned houses, They were in all probability ~* 
mardered before the house was burned, Kathleen Stewart saw Miss 
Nellie Saunders lying unconscious on the nursery floor; and she 
"emoved baby Stewart from beneath the dead body of the nurse, 

Miss Hessie Newcombe was cut on the left cheek and the left 
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nand, probably with a spearanmds then thrown over a steep embankment 
where we recovered the body, Miss Marshall's throat was frightfully 
cut, and adeep sword wound on the left wrist, I failed to find any 
serious wound on the body of Miss Stewart,and I am inclined to 
think that she @ied from shock:this opinion is sustained by Miss 
codrington’s report to me, Miss Gordon received a deep spear wound 
in face, another on side of neck,and one on the right side of the 
head. Miss Topsy Saundersdeath was caused by a spear wound in right 
orbit,the weapon entering the brain, These last three bodies were} 
lying in one heape 

Apparently no post-mortem mutiliation was attempted on any of 
the bodies. 

This frightful massacre was done by members of a secret society 
known as the *Vegetarians*®,who had been giving much trouble alike 
to Christians and heathens in and around Kutien city. From various 
reports of those who saw the attack,I believe that there were about 
eighty men engaged,armed with spears and swords,and seemed to be 
organized under one chief leader, The attack came like a thunder~- 
bolt from a clear sky not one of the victims having received the 
slightest intimation of the intended assault, Thirty minutes from 
the time the onslaught commenced not a single *Vegetarian"was to 
be seen near the grounds of the massacre, | 

Miss Codrington tells me that the ladies were first seized and 
told that they were to be bound and taken away into captivity after- 
wardsseveral faint-hearted attempts were were made to kill them, 
when they plead for their lives, At this time the leader appeared 
upon the scene,and noting the wavering of his gang,shouted to them 
"You know your orders,kill them outright*--and the orders were at 
once obeyed. 


Mr.Phillips and I worked all the latter part of the night 
placing the remains in coffins, We finished this sorrowful duty a 
about eight rP?, on the second, 


Having finished placing the bodies in coffins,and fear- 
ing to longer remain at the scene,we then undertook to secure 
transportation to Cui-kau, According to our request the District 
Magistrate had remained with his escort on the ground,sé@ we at 
once appealed to him for chairs for the living,and bearers for the 
coffins, After urging,pleading,and finally commanding him,we were 
able to leave Hua-sang at 35:00 p.m... After traveling all that night, 
we managed to reach Cui-kau at 8:30 on the morning of the 3rd,the 
saddest,most appalling procession ever formed in China, The Magis- 
trate had sent runners to Cui-kau,by our orders,and impressed four 
native boats for us; and we left there for Foochow in the after- 
noon.On the morning of the 4th we met a steam launch taking the 
Sub=Prefect to Cui-kau, We boarded this and insisted upon the 
launch towing our boats to Foochow,it being necessary for us to 
arrive there as soon as possible since the effect of the extreme 
heat was proving serious to the wounded, 

At 11 o’ clock we met’ a steam launch with U.S.Marshal hixson, 
Venerable Archdeacon Wolfe and Rev.W.Banister on board,coming to 
our assistance with supplies, These friends we heartily welcomed 
and in our hearts we devoutly thanked United States Consul Hixson 
for his prompt action and successful efforts in securing and im 
mediately despatching this rescue party,who by its presence greatly 
relieved the fatigue and suffering during the remainder of the 
journey to Foochow, At noon we were met by Mr.A.W.V.Gibb,who had 
kindly come in his houseboat to meet us bringing more supplies, 

At 1330 pom. we arrived at the U.S,Consulate jetty, Foochow, 
vhere we were met by Consul Hixson and a large party of friends 
and soon had the injured comfortably resting in clean beds. 

When the question is raised as to the cause of this terrible 
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massacre,we need have no doubt that the “Vegetarians” are the 
active participants;and that the local and provincial authorities 
are particeps criminis is equally certain;for this society has 

seen strong in and around Kutien for two years,and has been increas- 
ing in numbers and growing bolder in its threats and acts as: the 
months passed, Farly in July last several hundreds of them attackéd 
a village near Kutien and killed an@wwounded several natives,not f 
christians, This outrage has never been punished,and the Viceroy 
sent to Kutien the small force of two hundred soldiers to assist 
the local authorities in settling with several thousand determined 
savages, This was a mere farce,and the local officers were unable 
to do anything,but criminally failed to promptly demand reinforce- 
ments from the Viceroy, 

It is obvious to all who have given the matter much thought, 
that China has been encouraged to continue her slack care of 
foreign life and property within her territory by the fact that hers 
tofore a money indemnity has been accepted as the price of foreign 
blood spilt by her murderous subjectsj;and just so long as foreign 
powers are satisfied with such settlement of this wanton,barbarous 
destruction of life,just so long will China fail to govern her 
people as she should govern them in this enlightened century,

On the 8th, instant we received Your 
excellency's despatch concerning the assault on Dr. Sheffield 
in which you stated that the sentencing of the younger Tgao 
to I0 years banishment and the elder to 3 years banishment, 
with an additional penalty of imprisonment for I5 years 
and IO years respectively after arrival at the place of 
banishment, was an unsatisfactory settlement of the case, 
and that if another trialwere not held in which justice 
should be done and if the sentence of perpetual imprisonment 
were not pronounced the case must be remanded to Peking for 
examination. 

Upon receipt of this despatch tihs Yamen ordered the 
Taotai of the Tung Yung circuit to direct the Tungchou 
magistrate to hold another carefuk examination of the case. 
We wrote you to this effect at the time, 

The said Taotai has now reported to us as follows: 

'*'The acting magistrate of Tungchou Mr. Sun Chou-chen 
has made the following detailed report to me: 

**Having received orders to hold another and impartial 
hearing of the charge against the two Tsaos for assault on 
Dr. Sheffield and to find a sentence against them of im- 
>risonment for lite I summoned before me the witnesses in 
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(2) 
Tsao-San the younger prother of the accused. The two Tsaos 
were at the same time brought into court.

I, the magistrate, in pronouncing sentence in this 
case am constrained in accordance witht the law and the 
evidence to distinguish between the accused as principal 
and accessory and the judgment pronounced upon them should 
therefore be of different severity. Tsao-ta, on the 24th, 
jay of last June, engaged at a joking remark of one Han-ta 
about *"*preparing a stick to beat wolves’’, attacked the 
said Han-ta and said to him *'I will return to TUNG-CHOU 
to wait for you'’. On the 25th., having returned to Tung-chow 
he wished to constrain his brothers to aid him in an act of 


violence but he did not say against whom it was to be directe& 


On the 5th. July Tsao-ta left home unaccompanied announcing 
that he was going to look for Han-ta. His animus against 
Han-ta we can well know, On the 7th. July he tried again 

‘0 constrain his brothers to aid him in his proposed assault. 
Tsao-erh, was brew-beaten into acceding but Tsao-san saw 
through his designs and went to tell Tsui-wu. We can also 
understand Tsao-ta's animus against Tsui-wu when afterwards 
he went to his shop and broke up the furniture. Tsui-wu 


communicated with Dr, Sheffield who sent for Tsao~san and 


he 
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when about half way on this errani Tsao san met his mother 
‘who told him that his two brothers had gone out of the 
South Gate to lie in wait for the missionary. 

(sao0-san turned about and carried this news to Tsui-wu 

ani they hastened to the rescue but arrived too late, 

this all took place on the 7th. July and we can understand 
how the purpose of this mag, which was conceived shortly 
pefors committ smyassault, involved Dr, She#field. 

I have carefully examined this case and am of the 
opinion that there cannot be any doubt that it must be 
treated aS a case of combined premeditated assault. To 
apply however the statute applicable to premeditated ass- 
ault the decision should be based on the character of the 
wounds, It is provided that any one who inflicts wounds 
resulting in maiming his victim shall be punished with not 
more than 3 years banishment. The accused in this case 
made a vicious attack and the missionary received many 
wounds, If the statute above rferred to be closely followei 
we shall err on the side of leniency, and it thus becomes 
necessary to consult the code and render a judement of 
greater severity.

In view of the fact that the Department has 
demanded an immediate report from you touching all matters 
connected with the massacre at Kutien, it would seem best 
for you not to take up any general matter connected therewith 


until you have received instructions from the Department 


directly or through me. 
My instructions with regard to the Szechuan riots are 
not to make any further demand on the Chinese Government 
until the report of the Commission which was sent to that 
Province had been received. 
The conclusion would seem to be that some general line of 
policy will be adapted, 
This sugkestion will not of course prevent you from 
taking up and pressing on the local authorities the settle- 
ment of such local aases as you specified in your recent

ean of the Diplomatic Corps, wherein I requested Your Highnesses and 
our Excellencies to make an order changing the mode of issuing Transit 
asses at Shanghai so as to provide that they shall be issued by the 
omissioner of Maritime Customs, instead of the Customs Taotai, as is 
ione at present. 

On the 28th of August I had the honor to receive from you an 
nswer to my communication, wherein you informed me that you directed 
he Inspector General of Customs to report whether a uniform system 
as been in practice at the various Customs, and that he reported that 
in addition to the port of Shanghai, Transit Passes are issued only 
t Yuhu and Chinkiang and he has received telegraphic replies to the 
affect that applications for Transit Passes are made to the Superinten- 
dent of Customs through the respective Consuls, The Passes are issued 
py the Superintendent of Customs and sent to that officer by the Consul 
oncerned for transmission to the applicant. Transit Passes are not 
issued by the Commissicner of Customs." 

You thereupon state: "it would thus appear from the above 
eport that Passes are not issued by the Cormissioners of Customs at 
other ports, 

The request made by the Minister of the United States that 
he Shanghai Customs issue Transit Passes, as is done at other treaty 
ports, it is to be feared is based upon a misunderstanding of facts." 

Thus you do not at all consider the arguments which were 
advanced to sustain the proposition that Passes should be issued by 
the Commissioner of Customs, and confine yourselves to the statement 
that this practice is not followed in the two other ports mentioned. 

The subject merits broader treatment and if the advantages 
of the proposed change are maturely considered by you, my Colleagues 
and I are satisfied that you will approve of it. 

The Diplomatic Corps is again in-receipt of communications 
from the Chamber of Commerce of Shanghai and the Consuls Generals, who 
are residents of that city, pressing it to bring this matter again to 
the attention of Your Highnesses and Your Excellencies, 

It is urged with force that the present system of allowing 
Transit Passes to be issued from the Taotai’s Yamen renders them 
practically useless for many branches of trade, owing to the great 
jelay which occurs. 

I call your attention, also, to the fact that all the records 
referring to the import of cargo on which the issue of T.ansit Passes 
is based, are kept by the Commissioner of Customs. By reference to 
his books he can, in a moment, discover whether the goods for which 
Transit Passes are asked are entitled to them. 

The Superintendent of Customs has no such faciliteis and 
must rely exclusively upon the applications that are made to him. 

I have not the slightest intention to reflect on the Super- 
intendent ‘of Customs. Ihave no doubt that on due consideration of this 
question he himself would agree to issue directions to the Commissioner 
of Customs to eevee PtP : Sagas of the foreign community and to 
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issue Transit Passes.

YOUR EXCELLENCY : 


On the 20th instant we receivei your despatch 
regarding applications for transit passes for the shipment of 
goods inland from Shanghai. 

In this despatch you quote from a recent communication from 
this Yamen the statements that "transit passes are not issued 
by the Commissioners of Customs" and that "the request made that 
the Shanghai Customs issue transit passes, as is done at other 
treaty ports, it is to be feared is based upon a misunderstanding 
of the facts." You then say: 

"Thus you do not at all consider the arguments which 
were advanced to sustain the propositicn that passes 
should be issued by the Commissioner of Customs and 
confine yourselves to the statement that this practice 
is not followed in the two other ports mentioned, The 
subject merits broader treatment and if the advantages 
of the proposed change are maturely considered by you 
my Colleagues ani I are satisfied that you will approve 
of it. / 

The Diplomatic Corps is again in receipt of 
communications from the Chamber of Commerce of Shanghai 
and the Consuls General whc are resident at that city, 
pressing it to bring this matter again to the attention 
of Your Highnesses and Your Excellencies, It is urged 
with force that the present system of allowing transit 
passes to be issued from the Taotai’s Yamen renders 
them practically useless for many branches of trade- 
owing to the great delay which occurs, I call your 
attention, also, to the fact that all the records 
referring to the import of cargo, on which the issue 
of transit passes is based, are kept by the Commissioner 
of Customs. By reference to his books he can ina 
moment discover whether the goods for which transit 
passes are asked are entitled to them. The Superintend- 
ent of Customs has no such facilities and must rely 
exclusively upon the applications that are made to him. 

I have no doubt that on due consideration of this 
question he himself would agree to issue directions 
to the Commissioners of Customs to comply with the 
wishes of the foreign community and to issue transit 
passes," 

This Yamen has to state that the triplicate memoranda issued 
at the several custom houses are for the purpose of enabling 
foreign merchants to go into the interior and buy native prceduce: 
they are not for the purpose of shipping foreign goods inland. 
The practice is for foreign merchants to apply for triplicate 
memoranda through the Consul, who forwards the application to the 
Superintendent of Customs and this official issues them to the 
Consul who delivers them to the foreign merchant, enabling him 
to go into the intericr and buy goods. The Commissioner of 
Customs keeps no memorandum of such goods; this business is 
moreover in the hands of the Superintendent of Customs and it 
would be exceedingly inconvenient to make a change and entrust 
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to the Commissioner of Customs its management. 

As, however, your despatch says that the delay in issuing 
triplicate memoranda from the Tactai'’s Yamen renders them useless 
for many branches of trade, it is incumbent on us to order the 
Superintendent of Customs to issue them immediately upon applica- 
tion therefor by the foreign merchant and without the slightest 
ielay, thus bearing evidence) to. our congern for mercantile 
interests.

Upon the 26th March the Prince and Ministers had the honor 
to receive a communication from the Minister of the United States 
acknowledging receipt of the Yamen’s communication of the 24th 
March stating that the triplicate memoranda issued at the several 
Custom houses are for the purpose of enabling foreifn merchants 
to go into the interior and buy native produce and not for the 
purpose of shipping foreign goods inland, 

The Minister of the United States pointed out that by the 
term triplicate memoranda in his communication of August 13th, 
1895, and of March 20th last was meant the transit pass used for 
the shipment of foreign goods inland. The intention of these 
communications was to ask that the Commissioner of Customs at 
Shanghai be instructed to issue these documents directly, that 
the practice at Shanghai now is cumbrous and unnecessary, both 
the Commissioner and the Superintendent of Customs are concerned 
in the operation. The Commissicner of Customs issues a transit 
duty memo; the applicant goes to the Haikuan Bank and pays the 
dues and takes a receipt. After this is done the Superintendent 
of Customs issges the transit pass; that this circumUtutncis 
evidently unnecessary and what is asked is that the Commissioner 
of Customs be directed to issue the transit pass without any 
intermediation of the Superintendent of Customs, | 

In reply, the Prince and Ministers would observe, that in . 
their communication of the 24th March they pointed out that it 1 
would be inconvenient to entrust to the Commissioner of Customs 
the management of the issuance of triplicate memoranda. 

But now having received from the Minister of the United 
States further communication in which he asks that the transit 
duty certificate to cover goods inland be issued directly by the 
Commissioner of Customs without reference to the Superintendent 
of Customs, the Prince and Ministers would state that the 
Superintendent of Customs and the Commissioner of Customs are e 
entrusted with the discharge of the same work, Each, however, 3 
is responsible for the performance of the duties of his office, [3 
The original aim is to mutually aid eachother so as to avoid —- 
danger to the revenue and that Customs matters may be properly 
examined into. Naturally it would not be convenient to instruct 
the Commissioner of Customs at Shanghai to issue the documents 
in question = a duty properly belonging to the office of Superin- 
tendent of Customs and then amke a change.

The Minister Superintendent of Trade for the Southern 
Ports has now reported that the Magistrate of Chang Chou, Wang 
Shu-fen, has petitioned that the American missionaries bought 
some property at the Chi erh tu for a hospital, The fee for 
Stamping the deeds was paid by the Rev. J. W. Davis. After these 
documents had been properly examined and found tc be in order they 
were delivered to the missionaries. 

The missionaries having received the deeds to the 
property and the magistrate finding the sale in order the case 
may be regarded as settled and closed,

I have received your despatch No.286 L of the 6th 
instant, wherein you enclose the original of the "Declaration of 
Intention" of Mr. Albert Martzen to become a citizen of the 
United States. 

You state’ that Mr. Martaen requested you to register him 
as a citizen of the United States, and you enquire whether this 
declaration is sufficient proof Of nationality, or, if it is not, 
what paper or papers, you should require before rg@gisterineg him. 

In reply I have to inform you that :"Persons who have merely 
declared their intention to become citizens are not in the full 
sense citigens of the United States within the meanine of the 
law.* See Sect. 133 art. X p 42 Consular Regulations 1888. 

Mr. Martzen cannot be entitled to rezistration as a citizen 
of the United States until he has complied with sections 2165 and 
following of the Revisei Statutes of the United States. 

An alien who desires to be naturalized must declare his 
intention as Mr. Martaen did. This declaration must be made two 
years at least prior to his admission. He must make final appli- 
cation to one of certain designated Courts, and he must proecure 
a certificate of naturalization. As M%, Martzen has not been 
naturalised he cannot be registered as a citizen of the United 
States. I return the paper sent by you.

SiR: 


I have the honor to inform you that on the 10th November 
I received a communication from the American Trading Co., stating 
that on the 24th of October a notification was posted at the 
Custom House in Shanghai numbered 415, and stating, among other 
matters, relating to contrabands of war: "Beans and Bean-Cake may 
be exported by neutrals as before the outbreak of hostilities." 
Upon being verbally assured that this notification would be enfor- 
ced at the various Treaty Pcrts, they chartered two German steam- 
ers, the "Voerwerts”® and the "Rheingold® to load with beans and 
bean-cake at Newchwang for Kobe. The**Véerwerts® has arrived in 
Newchwang, bout their agents telegraph them that the Customs will 
not permit her to clear for Japan. As to notification No.415, 
they state that they have interviewed Assistant Commissioner, Wk. 
Russell, and that he has informed them that this notification was 
issued by the Inspector General of the Imperial Maritime Customs 
(Sir Robert Hart), and that it applies to Newchwang equally with 
Shanghai. And, concluding this communication, the American 
Trading Co. says that if the Customs still decline to clear the 
boats for Kobe, they will make a claim against them for difference 
in freight, to be decided by arbitration with the ship owners, 
and also for the interest and other charges. 
I immediately communicated with the Cozmissioner of 
Customs at Shanghai, enclosing a copy of the letter of the 
American Trading Co., and asking for a reply. On the 9th instant 
he answered, stating that in reply to the question of the American 
Trading Co. as to "Whether they could with safety charter a ship 
and send her to Newchwang with the certainty of procuring carge 
without any restrictions being impesed by the Customs authorities” 
he had written pe ter declining to guarantee what treatment 
vessels ad receive at another port, and stating that it was 
for them (The Ame Trading Co.) to decide what action it was 
advisable for th irm to take with reference to the despatch 
of a vessel to Mewchwang. In consequence of this letter he has 
Stated that the Customs will not be held responsible for the 
detent ion of the "Voerwerts",

MR. DENBY TO SIR ROBERT HART 


Peking, November 2oth, 1894, 


I have the honor to call your attention to the matter 
following: 

The American Trading Company states that on the 24th of 
October last a notification was posted at the Custom House in 
Shanghai numbered 415 and stating among other things relating to 
contraband of war: “Beans and Bean-cake may be exported by 
neutrals as before the outbreak of hostilities," 

Upon being verbally assured that this notification 
would have effect at the various Treaty Ports this Company charter» 
ed two German steamers the "Voerwerts” and the "Rheingold" to 
loadeawith beans and bean-cake at Newchwang for Kobe, 

The “Voerwerts” has arrived at Newchwang but the Customs 
authorities will not permit her to clear for Japan. 

As to notification No.415 the Company states that it 
has been informed by Assistant Commissioner Russell that it was 
issued by yourself and that it applies to Newchwane as well as 
Shanchai. 

I would be much obliged to you if you would let me 
know what efféct is to be given to such notifications which are 
issued directly by yourself and whether they are or aré not 
general, and being general orders whether they do or not control 
all the Custom Houses in China. 

As this is a special case I desire particularly to 
khéw whether notification No.415 applies to Newchwang as well as 
Shanghai. 

It would seem that the said notification is a general 
order applicable to every port in China. If such is the case I : 
have to request that you order the release of the "Voerwerts", 
and that such reparation be made as the case may demand.

SIR: 


I have the honor to acknowledge Your Excellency’s 
communication of the 20th: 
respécting export of Beans and Bean-cake and 
the case of the American-chartered German 
steamers "Voerwerts" and "Rheingold": 
and , in reply to the questions therein asked , to state that 
notifications are never issued by order of the Inspector General 
unless either under instructions from the Tsungli Yamen or to 
give effect to views in which it is known to agree,- that they 
are either special or general according to circumstances,- and 
that on this occasion the notification regarding Beans etc. was 
general and applied to all ports and therefore to Newchwang as 
well as Shanghai. : 

In reply to telegraphic enquiry I learn that the 
"Voerwerts”" was not detained in any way at Newchwang, but, after 
discharging import cargo, shipped a full cargo of Beans etc. and 
cleared for Shanghai, whence, after a stay of two days, she went 
on to Japan with her original Newchwang cargc. 

The Newchwang Customs did not prevent her loading with 
or exporting Beans, but possibly the Taotai did object to specifi- 
cally clear her for Japan--though why that point should have 
been raised I cannot explain, seeing that the Grand Chop or 
Customs Clearance is simply a document certifying that all dues 
and duties have been paid, while it is the Consular Clearance 
which specifies destination. 

Whether the case is one for reparation to be made, 
seems to be a point deserving of further consideration.

I have the honor to inform you that 
the American residents of Nankin have again made an urgent appli- 
cation to me to request Your Highnesses and Your Excellencies to 
allow them to occupy during the summer certain elevated places 
near to the city. 

I understand that the British residents have made the same 
request of their own Minister. ‘The Americans do not ask to be 
allowed to buy the land in question, but simply to rent it for 
the summer months from the owners who may be willing to lease it. 
Unless the.local authorities consent to such leasing it will not 
be done. If they consent there will be no trouble. 

It is plain that for persons who toil ten months in the city 
in the interest of charity it would be a gr@qt boon to be able 
to go.into the country for a short time. I am urable to see any 
objection to the residence of Americans in the country near 
Nankin during the heat of the summer, Poreizgners are permitted 
from.one end of China to the ot pecupy summer residences. 

I have never heard of their bein nis right. 

Very lately you allowed land at Kulien, near Kuikiang to be 
acquired permanently for this purpose, 

I request that you will direct the Vicercy to cease his 
opposition to the renting by Americans of residences on the hills 
for the summer, and that he will facilitate their efforts to 
secure such residences.

YOUR EXCELLENCY : 


We have had the honor to receive Your Excell- 
ency’s note wherein you state that the American Missionaries at 
Nanking are desirous to rent a place in the hills near that city 
which they can occupy during the summer. They do not wish, you 
state, to buy the land but simply to rent it, and if the local 
authorities consent to such leasing, and do not put obstructions 
ir’ the way, it will be done. 

Your Excellency also states that foreigners are permitted 
from one end of China to the other to occupy summer residences 
and that you had never heard of their being refused this right, 
and you request that we will direct the Vicercy to cease his 
opposition to the renting by Americans of residences on the hills 
for the summer and that he facilitate their efforts to secure 
such residences. | 

In reply, we would beg to observe, that in regard to the 
said Missionaries renting residences in the hills for the summer, 
if the people--one and all-- make no objection they really ought 
to be allowed to do so. 

The Yamen have addresses the Minister Superintendent of 
Trade for the Southern Ports, to instruct his subordinates, that 
at the time the Missionaries of the two countries--Americans and 
British-- rent summer places in the hills, they are to satisfac- 
torily look after them and protect them.
